to enforce the penalties on

who have seemed quite wilful in 
their violation of its provision." 


The association points out that

Gravel Roads On Paving Program 


• 
. Are Not In The Best Of Condition 


Idkinapolis, Ind, July 14—A 
few 


gravel roads o7 the state :tre not in 
the firiit class condition the public- 
lias reason to expect compared with 
tlie major portion of the secondary 
system, declared John D. Williams, 
state highway director, today nnd 
explained that it is because they are 
on the 1923 paving1 program and the 
commission is reluctant 
to s>eiid 


more money than what is absolutely 
necessary to keep them in fair con- 
dition until they are improved. 


Mr. Williams specifically referred 


to No. 6 .between Indianapolis and 
Shclbyville; the Biutf road from In- 
dianapolis to Martinsville- No. 11 be- 
tween Eden and Pendleton, and No. 
10 south of Terre Haute for about 
12-niiles. He pointed out that while 
secondary roads of stone and gravel 
usually are extremely dusty this time 
of the year, recent rains prevented 
this annoying condition 
in 
many 


parts of the state, and that the sec- 
ondary mileage generally is in the 
best condition ever. 


The weekly traffic bulletin of the 


highway commission notes that the 
National Hoad is now 
open 
west' 


•from Indianapolis to Mt. Meridian, 
and that by August la all pavement 
will be laid between the Capitol -and 
Tcrre Haute excepting about a mile 
and a -half which takes in two grade 
separations. These are at the Monon 
railroad crossing at PutnamviHe, and 
Hie Pennsylvania railroad crossing^at 
Glenn Crossing. Bids for tlie latter 
were opened this week by tlie rail- 
road company. Neither of these gaps 
necessitate detours, and until separ- 
ations are completed the {Travel sur- 
face will be kept in shape by" high- 
way maintenance forces. 


According to the bulletin a detour 


on No. 10 north of Clinton is now oe- 
K-Jisioned by a new bridge; the Mich- 
igan road from tlie Marion county 
line to Logansport, taken into the 
system early in July is being levelled 
and smoothed and will show a splen- 
did surface in a few days, and a new 
grade and fresh gravel <ni%13 about 
8 miles north of Newcastle should be, 
driven' carefully, State Road 35 is 
rough from Greentown ea~t to the 
Howard-Grant county line, and after 
rain traffic should detour over a road 
one-half mile to the north.

Freshmen Can Not Play On Varsity 


Football Teams This Year Arid 
Perhaps Not For Many Years 


MAY HURT MANY COLLEGES 


Freshman Rule In Gotteges Where 
Enrollment Is Not Large Is Opan 


Question Among Students

14— 


With only two months until- college 
athletes begin warming up for the 
football season, coaches -in many 
schools aru faced- already' with a 
serious problem of material for their 
squads because of the new- fresh- 
man ruling which will be in foree-in 
some schools for the first time' this 
fall. 


At Notre Dame, Indiana and Pur- 


due, 
to be sure, the rule lias lonj: 


been followed. But such is not the 
case with many of the schools with 
smaller attendance. 


At 
Wabash, 
DePauw, 
Butler, 


Franklin, Rose Poly, Hanover, Earl- 
ham and other colleges, tlie fresii- 
maii rule will be tried for \he first 
time. Wabash held out against this 
rule fdr a time, but finally joined the 
others, and freshmen cannot play on 
varsity tetams this year; perhaps 
not for many years to-come. 


The freshman rule in the colleges 


where the enrollment is not large 
is an open question when it monies 
to meeting tlie approval of the fac- 
ulty, alumni and .students. 
Those 


interested are divided. 


A prominent athletic director de- 


clared tlie rule at his school 
was 


"athletic 
suicide." 
When 
asked 


why his college joined the league 
and adopted the ban, he said it was 
impossible to build a schedule for 
any 
branch' of athletics 
without 


meeting the 'teams of the league, and 
these colleges would only schedule 
with schools where'the rule was ob- 
served'. 


It was pointed out by some direc- 


tors that the rule helps "clean up 
athletics." 
Close observers of col- 


lege sports in the state were some- 
what surprised'' to hear this, as it 
was geiterally supposed that) col- 
lege athletics in Indiana did not 
lieed "cleaning up." 


Many students, especially 
those 


just leaving high sdiool, who in- 
tend going to Indiana colleges, con- 
tend ' first year men should be al- 
lowed to play. Tliey point out that 
two or three' colleges at which a 
large amount of 
athletic material 


c'ntercd last year will have a great 
advantage over the others' this year 
'and for many seasons to come. 


Observers declare the freshman 


rule stated in the Big Ten confer- 
ence in 1905 and has not tended to 
make athletics 
cleaner there. 
It 


has, however, done mu-eh to 
keep 


Indiana and Purdue, the two Hoos- 
i'er 
members of the Big Ten, from 


even coming close to winning a con- 
ference championship. 


The "freshman rule may hurt the 


calibre of football in many Indiana 
colleges, as it has in the two big 
universities of the state.

New York July 14-The human po- 


dy requires food to generate energy 
in warm weather as well as in colder 
temperatures, but not so mucli and 
an entirely different character, ac- 
cording to a statement issued by the 
health department, in an effort to re- 
lieve suffering from summer heat. 


Food chemists can figure accur- 


ately the amount of food necessary 
for persons in all various 
occupa- 


tions. But lew people know how to 
supply their .bodies with fuel energy 
in the heated season. Many books on 
food products, it is suggested, has a 
table the use of which will help pro- 
vide such forms for a family in all 
seasons, especially during the war- 
mer weather. 
, Persons engaged in hard labor re- 
quire meat but during the summer 
it should be used very sparingly. 
Otherwise indigestion may result. 


Water is an essential and from G 


to 8 glasses of liquid should be con- 
sumed each day. 


Hard foods, the chewing of which 


stimulates secretions, are a neces- 
sary aid to digestion. Raw fruits, 
fibruous vegetables, nuts, toast and 
crusts of bread are suggested. 


Suggested menus follow: 
Breakfast—Loaf 
bread 
(eschew, 


hot bread and biscuit during heated 
season); cereal, package variety pre- 
ferable (hot oat meal is 
decidedly 


heatening); use butter sparingly; 
grape fruit, orange juice, cantejope 
or other seasonable fruits, or stewed 
fruits such as rhubarb, prunes, ap- 
ricots or baked apple. 


Dinner, the health department sug- 


gests, should be the mid-day meal, if. 
possible, but if inconvenient during 
the week, should be made the order 


' of Sundays and holidays. Meat dur- 


j ing the summer should be served on- 
ly at this meal. Stewed chicken, 
minced chicken on toast, veal chops 
or croquettes, anil broiled mutton, 


j hot or cold, are preferable meats. 
Vegetables should 'consist of but- 
tered beets, mashed potatoes, string 
beans, rice, tomatoes, peas or spin- 
ach. Salads of romaine, lettuce, dan- 
delions or fruits are tlie best.

Desserts of shortcake, currant jel- 


, ly with bread, sponge cake, lady fin- 
gers, sweet crackers, ice cream or 
ice custards are suggested -for the 
end of a perfect ihot weather meal. 


Supper may consist of 
creamed 


macaroni on toast, baked potato or 
stewed tomatoes .and rice or iced tea 
or coffee or a glass of milk. Stewed 
fruits, iced jelly or ice cream is sug- 
gested for dessert.
